Curious W ork» of A it F ound In the R uins 
of Hurl« d Title» . 
W hen the m odem s read in Pliny of the 
ex trem e ih-jjree of ex cellen ce to which 
Greek artists had attained in his day and 
of the price» w hich gome of Uu’*r wor^8 
fetched. e« |iiivalent to £ l0,0§ § or £ 12,000 
of our m oney, scltolars and ot!» er com ­ 
petent authorities 
dism issed them: a« 
travelers' tales. 
Tltey could not liring 
them selves to l» elieve that these stories 
w« *ri* true, or that Rulx*ns, H olbein, Hir 
Thom as L aw rence and other later celeb­ 
rities ha<l l>eon anticipated if not surpass­ 
ed in tin* centuries before the Christian 
era. And yet it w as so, and P liny no m ore 
than H erodotus deserved to be called the 
father of liars. 
The graves have given 
tip their dead and revealed secrets w hich 
it was thou ght had l>een forever hidden 
in the tom b. 
It is from the land of 
E gypt that these discoveries com e. 
The ex plorations on the site of Mem­ 
phis and Thebes had prepared the w ay 
for the discoveries in the province of 
Faijum . 
These consist of a num ber of 
j>ortrails found in the sand at Rubaijat, 
w hich are in the possession of Theodor 
G raf, in V ienna, anti are now on view at 
the Societe d’Eneoiiragernent pour «’In­ 
dustrie N ationale, 44 Rue de Pennes. A c­ 
cording to an ancient E gyptian custom 
the countenance of the deceased was 
represented at the head of the m um m y 
or coffin. 
This custom w as jwlhered to 
in the Grwoo-Roman e js s h of E gypt, 
but instead of the plastic head, w hich up 
to that tim e had 
Iteen alone in use, a 
painting wiis substitute« ! representing a 
real portrait of the deceased. 
These 
portraits, w hich w ere painted ou a thin 
panel of w ood, w ere laid over the face of 
the m um m ies, the outer bandage» of the 
shrouds being then w rapped al>out them 
b«> as to cover the m argin of the picture, 
the latter alone l**ing visible. 
A m um m y of this kind, 
therefor« *, 
presented the appearance of 
a 
living 
bodv, looking out of an op en ing in the 
twindages For th e su rvivors to gaze upon 
in the coffins, the lids of w hich were 
m ade to l*e throw n back for that pur- 
|M>se. 
The on ly nth« *r graves 
where 
these curious pictorial w orks have lw*en 
found were opened in the 
w inter of 
lSh7 -8 hy tie* 
E nglish en gin eer, 
Mr. 
Petrie, at H arvard, but the pictures in 
them are said to be not nearly equal to 
the specim ens discovered at Rubaijat. 
The tom bs them selves, built in the rocks, 
were ransacked ages ago by th ieves 
who, in their search for gold, destroyed 
both coffins and m um m ies. 
L uckily, 
the pilferers deem ed the pictures to be 
of no value, so w ere throw n aw ay —but 
not to perish—in the dry dust of the 
desert.

Though it may seem an easy 
j o b to 
drop into half a dozen shops and 
by ft 
few smart questions ascertain the price 
of provisions in Paris, the task, how­ 
ever, is not quite so easy as at first sight 
appears. 
In the price of meat, for in­ 
stance, there is no standard apparent. 
If you ask th** price of a leg of mutton 
in the Saint Honoré quarter, the butcher 
will let you have the joint at about 
twenty-four cents a pound. 
In the 
C ham ps Ely sees rjuarter I Have been 
aHked. at a fashionable butcher's, for a 
similar joint, thirty-eight cents, under 
pretext that it was pre sale—lamb fed 
on salt marshes, or Southdown, which 
is mere humbug. 
I have dined in the 
evening with a French family in the 
M ontmartre quarter, and on admiring 
the toothsomeness of the gigot—which 
the French r<» a*t to perfection—I have 
been inform ed 
it there cost eighteen 
cents a pound! 
Now mark that these 
three precisely sim ilar joints were each 
bought in a butcher’s shop, and not bar­ 
gained 
fo r in a market, where competi­ 
tion often lowers the price. 
Yet even in 
these three cases I found a difference of 
above 100 j**r cent. 
These fashionable dealers lay out their 
meat in the mo-t tempting manner on 
white marble slabs. It is cut into the most 
enticing portions, and displayed in such 
a clean and delicate way as to render the 
sight of it a pleasing object. 
The shops 
in which these ruby colored, dainty bits 
are sold are, for the most [» art, lined w ith 
white tiles, which give them a very clean 
appearance. 
The outside is highly gilt, 
w ith red railings, and the favorite joints, 
such as the legs of mutton, are hung up 
in rows, enveloped, like lmaqueta, in cut 
pa[» er, and decorated with green bay 
leaves and pink paper roses. 
Artificial 
flowers are strewed amongst loins ami 
shoulders of mutton; and cutlets, divest­ 
ed of gross fat, lie ready to l» e dressed, 
while every other object likely to hide 
and overcome the unsightliness of the 
trade is cunningly paraded to invite cus­ 
tom. 
1 lmve even seen a small calf, 
opened and thoroughly cleansed, hung 
up in a most becoming manner, while 
a 
veil of apparently fine lace, entirely 
made, or rather cut, out of a certain por­ 
tion of its inside, has l» een gracefully 
thrown over the carcass. 
The meat eaten in Paris is « livided intc 
two [» arts—that brought as livestock, 
slaughtered aud cut up in üie Paris abat­ 
toirs, or slaughter houses, and that cut 
up in the provinces, the course piece*» of 
w hich are eaten on the s[*» t, and the 
liest forwarded by express train to the 
Hailes, or Central markets, and from 
there sent to the butchers’ shops. 
The charcutier, or i» ork butcher, fol­ 
low s a trade alm ost unknow n to us. 
At 
bus shop every object of pig m eat, [» otted 
m eat and other ap petizin g articles fot 
breakfast am i lunch m ay be purchased, 
as well as turkeys, ca[M>ns, and even [>ur- 
tridges slut Fed w ttli truffles, at certain 
s« *aM>ns of the year. 
You can here buy a 
sin gle slice of ham or a sausage, cooked 
or uncooked. 
You m ay purchase a first 
rate pate de Strasburg for $0, or obtain a 
slice of it for tw en ty cents. 
Truffles, 
olives, sardines, tongues and cotelettet 
of every description, pigs* feet, 
bread 
crum lx id and truffled, lie ready for im m e­ 
diate cooking; cold roast pork, sausages 
m ade <»f w il.l lx>ar, and a hundred othet 
lux uries tem pt you, and alw ays stand en ­ 
ticingly placed to w het your upjietite. 
Tlte average m arket [» rice of pork last 
year w as six teen cen ts a poum l. 
A s foi 
the m eat, this is, of course, the wholesale 
price current by auction at the central 
m arkets. 
Fish, though it m ay appear ex traor­ 
dinary, can l» e found even fresher here 
than in 
London. 
S in ce 
the estab lish ­ 
m ent of railw ays all th e French fishing 
tow ns have apparently agreed to send u¡ 
som e nine-tenths « jl 
th« *ir take l« i the 
French mctro|M)lis. 
Ad« i to this an al­ 
m ost incredible supply 
daily received 
front England and B elgium , as w ell as tlu: 
produce of tit*« French rivers, and the 
am ple quantities of this delicacy m ay, to 
a certain ex ten t, be accounted for.- ParL
